President Eisenhower signed the measure only Wednesday , 
and with some reluctance. 
Secretary of Commerce Weeks announced without com­ 
ment that the additional funds had been apportioned among 
the states and territories by the Bureau of Public Roads. 
The new outlay s are in ad­ 
dition to $2.875,000,000 previ­ 
ously apportioned for the fed­ 
eral bookkeeping y ear that 
begins July 1. 
Most of the new money —400 
million dollars—is for use on 
the 730,000 miles of primary , 
secondary and urban roads 
which are maintained through 
joint use of federal and state 
funds.

Eisenhower said he signed 
the bill with “ serious misgiv­ 
ings,’’ but the Roads Bureau 
promptly pledged it would do 
all it could to make the ac­ 
celerated highway program a 
success.

Discount rates — Ihe inter­ 
est charged member hanks 
who borrow from federal re­ 
serve banks — were cut at 
5 of the 12 reserve banks.

Louis and Minneapolis.

Discount 
rates have now been reduced

similar action by the others.

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Recession Oddities 


A Major Room 
In This Field 


A recession, depression, slump or what­ 
ever you want to call it is not a time in 
which you would expect your business to 
skyrocket. 
And, as a matter of fact, few 
businesses 
have 
skyrocketed 
in 
recent 
months but there are some exceptions. 
One such exception Is the business re­ 
possessions. It is reported that this activ­ 
ity 
in 
the 
past few 
months has gone up in 
practically 
all 
areas 
and has doubled and 
tripled in some cases. 
There, of course, is no consolation in that 
but it IS another barometer of current c on­ 
ditions. It is a measuring slick that would 
not show' up m its entirety in the unemploy­ 
ment figures. Many of the repossessions 
come from individuals who are not com­ 
pletely out of work but who have been cut 
off of overtime or laid off for only one or 
two days a week. 
In the modern world of Individual financing, 
Just a small cut in earnings can do drastic 
things. A great many people buy so far into 
the future that they have their income for 
the entire next 18 or 24 months all tied up 
In advance. 
When this income is suddenly cut, thercds 
no way to back up and correct the situation. 
The commitment for payments on the car, 
the TV', the drier, the washer, the new and 
bigger home, etc. do not dimmish with any 
cut in income. Thus is born the unpleasant 
business of repossessions. 
★ 
There are also other unusual features of 
the current recession. 
The cost of living 
hat continued to increase as food, appli­ 
ances and just about all prices mount high­ 
er and higher. 
With more people out of 
work and less money to buy things with, the 
normal pattern would be for prices to de­ 
cline In an effort to get more people to pur­ 
chase. 
But, Instead of the normal pattern, prices 
go up and to combat that, the people are 
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urged to spend their money. Down the drain 
in the past few months has been the time- 
honored respect for the thrifty Individual. 
Bank savings have gone up, also, In the 
midst of (he recession and been viewed with 
alarm from many quarters. 


Rather than saving for a rainy day, peo­ 
ple are itliw being urged td spend their 
money more freely. There is no doubt that 
if all or even a reasonably substantial part 
of the nation’s savings were converted into 
cars, appliances, homes and other goods 
and services it would have a terrific impact 
upon the economy. 
But this spending urge has not been met 
with iniich enthusiasm. Bather than spend 
their money, more people seem to be inter­ 
ested In salting It away. Oddly enough, there 
was no urging from anyone that merchants 
and businessmen voluntarily cut their prices 
to bring more people Into the market. 
More and more attention is being given 
every day to the individuals involved in the 
recession. One n e w « 
source reported that a 
man out of work was in­ 
terviewed 
and 
stated 
that when someone else 
is out of work, it is a recession but when you 
are out of work yourself it is a depression. It 
is difficult to understand the real sig­ 
nificance of a decline in the economy when 
all you ilo is compare the total number of 
unemployed now with the total number a 
year ago. 
The meaning of the recession is not actu­ 
ally known unless you are out of work your­ 
self or at least have a comprehension of 
what it is like for those who are out of work. 
Hardly enough money to buy groceries, no 
money for clothing, no money for other bills 
—these are the individual realities of a re­ 
cession. 
It is this individual reality which 
makes it essential that a more permanent so­ 
lution be found to economic decline than has 
been advanced in any quarters.

Ounce Of Prevention 


A case of suspected arson, a public out­ 
cropping of a disagreeable neighborhood re­ 
lationship failed by a substantial margin to 
qualify Lincoln as a racial trouble spot. But 
it gave a jarring reminder that no com­ 
munity is exempt and that a philosophy of 
“ it couldn’t happen here” is an illusion. 
Lincoln’s specific instance calls for spe­ 
cific treatment, but as a generalization the 
community is reminded that it has a job 
to do in the matter of adequate low cost 
housing. Prevention of an untenable condi­ 
tion is worth a thousand specific cures. 
It Is true that urban renewal is a dirty 
word in Nebraska. It is a state that clings 
to the doctrine of private enterprise and in­ 


dividual initiative. But there is another side 
of the coin. 
Urban renewal and low cost 
housing, as employed by most cities, are 
less starry-eyed than practical. 
The re­ 
demption of property values, the prevention 
of unnecessary expansion, greatly costly, to 
areas requiring extended city services far 
from where adequate services have al|*eady 
been bought and paid for, have lightened 
rather than burdened taxes. They have also 
produced greater community contentment. 
Contentious housing or substandard hous­ 
ing can be a bad loser. An alert, success­ 
ful community does not close its eyes to 
possible improvements because of an un­ 
welcome word. It carefully examines every 
opportunity before casting it aside. 


As new school buildings go, $150 thousand 
Is not a big charge for one. 
But in terms of useful education some­ 
times a $150 thousand building will house 
an impressive amount. 
The best example of that is on display at 
the Nebraska State Trade School at Mil­ 
ford. 
Early this week state officials at­ 
tended and duly noted the dedication of the 
schcKirs 
new 
$150,000 
class 
room 
and 
laboratory building. 


The trade school now has an enrollment 
of around 400. It is not turning out scientists 
and scholars, but technicians in a wide va­ 
riety of useful trades. 
And it is doing a 
competent job. 


The Nebraska trade school is not the most 
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favored of the stale’s services. 
Nebraska, 
like most other states, will roll out tens of 
millions for a smooth running highway, mil­ 
lions more for academic 
education, 
but 
raises its feathers and squawks like a 
broody hen when it comes to financing a 
trade school. That is habit more than con­ 
viction. Far more Nebraskans are going to 
lind their lives in the trades than in physi­ 
cal sciences and they are well served when 
the state provides for them a good place for 
basic training. 
The skilled craftsman, the technician has 
been greatly underrated in the United 
States. He is as essential as is that rare in- 
individual who can conceive great scien­ 
tific principles. 
An architect may conceive a dream struc­ 
ture but it is no good unless there are the 
excellent contractors and craftsmen who 
can put it into substantial form. 
The de­ 
sign of an earth satellite is a 
matter for 
creative scientists but this nation has lately 
learned that craftsmanship is the difference 
between something that arches precisely 
into space or fizzes around the ground like a 
monster Fourth of July spit-devil. Today the 
United States is less short of scientists and 
the wherewithal! than it is of craftsmen 
such as those who man the fine optical 
lenses and the precision watches of Europe.

WASHINGTON — Ameri- 
can diplomats rubbed their 
eyes last week when they 
read a cable flashed acro.ss 
the Atlantic: “ Please inform 
which dish of cockroaches 
broken (signed) Dulles.’’ 
The cable, signed by the 
distinguished 
.secretary 
of 
state, pertained to the death 
of .36 cockroaches .sent by the 
United States to participate 
In the Brussels world fair. 
The lowly bugs had been 
shipped to Brussels as part 
of the cold war between the 
East and West. To some ex­ 
tent they were to prove that 
the U.S.A. could rai.se big­ 
ger and better bugs than are 
raised behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain—and how to raise them. 
Three shipments of cock­ 
roaches were sent to Brus­ 
sels—a common, kitchen va­ 
riety untouched by science; 
a puny, pitiful variety 
in­ 
jected with aureomycin; and 
a third batch of super-dupcr 
cockroaches fed with vita­ 
mins. The latter were bugs 
that the free world c o u l d 
really be proud of—healthier, 
more virulent than any Com­ 
munist 
bug 
that 
had 
to 
scrounge for a living in the 
slave world. 
F’urthermore, an interest­ 
ing point was being made by 
these cockroaches. Though 


housew'ive.s 
regard 
cock­ 
roaches 
as 
parasites, 
it 
.seems 
that 
cockroaches 
themselves have parasites. 
And 
in 
the 
cockroaches 
which had received aureomy­ 
cin, the parasites had been 
killed, which interfered with 
their 
digestion 
and made 
them puny. 
Unfortunately for the bat­ 
tle of the bugs between East 
and West, the displays of 
cockroaches were crushed en 
route to Belgium and th e 
cockroaches killed. Hence the 
cable: “ Please inform which 
dish of cockroaches broken 
—I>ulles.’’

course, automatically signs 
every cable leaving the State 
Department, so it’s doubtful 
whether he knew much about 
the competition of the cock­ 
roaches.

New Jersey Vote 


Shows Demo Split 


WASHINGTON — Gover­ 
nor R o b e r t B. Meyner of 
New^ Jersey, a leading Dem­ 
ocratic presidential possibil­ 
ity, 
has 
survived 
an im­ 
portant challenge to his lead­ 
ership but he is by no means 
out of the political woods. 
The returns in the United 
Stales senatorial p r i m a r y 
show plainly that he does not 
have command of the slate 
party organization to any­ 
thing like the degree com­ 
monly supposed. The returns 
plus the nature of the pri­ 
mary campaign show also 
that he faces a major job 
of reconciliation with labor, 
which is an important source 
of Democratic power in New 
Jers€‘y. 
Both are vital to him in 
any contest for the presiden­ 
tial nomination. A candidate 
obviously 
needs 
near-solid 
backing from his own state 
organization. 
The Influence of labor In a 
national convention spreads 
o\er the delegations gener­ 
ally, especially among Ifeiiio- 
crats who send so many la­ 
bor delegates from ail parts 
of the country to such coii- 
\eiitions. New Jersey labor 
ill particular has influence 
with what labor-minded dele­ 
gates will do in the New 
Y o r k 
and 
Peiiiisvlvanla 
groups. 
A curbstone opinion among 
many .New Jersey Democrats 
IS that Meyner’s man, former 
Representative Harrison W il- 
liams Jr., won the primary 
only because State (’’onserva- 
tion Commissioner Joseph E. 
McLean 
entered 
the 
race 
over Meyner’s opposition. 
it 
■ 
McLean ran a poor third 
but got about 60,000 votes. 
Williams won over Hoboken 
Mayor John J. Grogan by 
about 14,000 votes. It is being 
said that McLean 
got 
his 
votes chiefly from Grogan, 
not 
W'illiams, 
Proof of that opinion must 
await a ward-by-ward check 
by stale experts. W'hat i.s in­ 
contestable is that Grogan 
plied up a 72.000 plurality 
in Hudson county, the strong- 


est 
area 
of 
Democratic 
strength in the state. 
Furthermore Grogan, pres­ 
ident of the National Ship­ 
builders Union, got the en­ 
dorsement of the state CIO- 
A FL. Williams, who had a 
pro-labor record in the House 
can confidently expect labor’s 
backing against Republican 
Representative 
Robert 
W. 
Kean, an easy winner of the 
GOP primary. But the Hud­ 
son 
county 
fence-mending 
ahead of Meyner and Wil­ 
liams is another matter. 


New' Jersey is traditionally 
Republican; part of Meyner’s 
. appeal nationally has been 
his ability to attract voters of 
both parties for two terms 
in the state house. What hap­ 
pens in the Williams-Kean 
race will in part depend on 
recession trends this fall, but 
Williams is the underdog. 
The question where Meyner 
went wrong is answered by 
a source friendly to him in 
three words; “ In the begin­ 
ning.” 
This 
observer 
felt 
that the governor showed in- 
decisiveness when the rival 
ambitions and Hudson county 
difficulties appeared, where­ 
as he should have got party 
leaders together and cracked 
a few heads. Meyner finally 
named Williams as his choice 
and got 19 of the state’s 21 
leaders to go along. 
His difficulty is that popu­ 
lous Hudson was among the 
missing two. 
Bernard Shaiiley, former 
appointment 
secretary 
to 
President 
Eisenhower, 
ap­ 
pears 
in

Groganesqiie 
role in tlie GOP primary. He 
lost to Kean by 24,000 voles, 
but various state experts feel

Security 
Subcommittee, 
siphoned off 72,134 conserva­ 
tive Republican votes. Most 
of those would, it is said, 
prefer Shanley to Kean as

This shield against 
Communism would be backed 
by a network of medium 
range missile bases capable 
of hurling nuclear warheads 
into the Soviet Union. 
The ministers also endorsed 
plans 
for 
co-ordinated re­ 
search and production of new 
weapons and confirmed sup­ 
port of NATO strategy as out­ 
lined by Gen. Lauris Norstad, 
supreme allied commander in 
Europe. 
A senior official said Nor­ 
stad advised the ministers of 
France’s agreement in princi­ 
ple to the bases. A French 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said 
negotiations

the 
United States now are under­ 
way. If successfully concluded, 
these talks could lead to es­ 
tablishment of rocket launch­ 
ing bases in France. 
Th e ministry spokesman 
would give no details, howev­ 
er, of the status of the nego­ 
tiations or of French terms for 
an agreement, and American 
officials would not comment. 
Britain was the first to ac­ 
cept medium range mis.silc 
bases, and Nurstad said other 
European nations in prelimin­ 
ary talk.s indicated they would 
accept them.

J acksonv ille Beach, Fla. — There are g oing to be some 
unhappy baseball play ers this spring . 
Many boy s in the Pittsburg h org anization—and prob­ 
ably most of the other farm sy stem s—are g oing to be un­ 
employ ed after the final cutdown dates. 


Sev eral thing s are affecting the situation. 
Most im­ 
portant, of course, is the fact that there are fewer leag ues 
and teams. 
Hig h operating costs are also forcing econo­ 
mies. 
Unfortunately for some play ers, there are just too 
many boy s in camp here. Only so many can be placed on a 
team. 
The boy s who are left ov er will probably be re­ 
lea sed. 


This situation is prompting some long meeting s for the 
sta ff members in the Pira tes’ camp here. 
They ca n’t af­ 
ford to relea se a boy who may be a prospect. 
Also, most of the boy s here hav e receiv ed a bonus of 
v ariable size. 
If 60 play ers are released, and the av erag e 
bonus per man was ^,000, it will mean some $240,000 is be­ 
ing tossed out the window. 
That’s one of the risks a farm sy stem runs. But they ’re 
mig hty careful when it com es to making decisions. 


“ We’re try ing to look a month a hea d,’’ one official said. 
“ We’v e g ot to g et some idea who will be on each club then 
and try to decide what should be done with tire leftov er 
pla y ers.’’ 
The play ers who are most seriously endang ered with 
unemploy ment are the non-prospects who are not talented 
enoug h to help a hig her club. 


For ex am ple, the boy who is 25 and still ranks as a 
Class A question mark. He has play ed in B or C and mig ht 
g o in A, but he definitely is no major leag ue prospect. 
Chances are that boy will g et his walking papers. 
Of 
course, once he’s released he is free to hook on with an­ 
other org anization—if he can swing it. 
Don’t g et the idea that the Pirates will keep only ma­ 
jor leag ue prospects. They realize that minor team s com ­ 
posed entirely of prospects ca n’t win. Some old heads and 
steady minor leag uers are necessary for balance. 


This weeding out will improv e the caliber of minor 
leag ue baseball. 
Only the best play ers will remain in the 
org anizations. 
It may mean that semi-pro baseball will 
hav e a boom when the relea sed play ers return to their 
homes. 
One of Pittsburg h’s most pressing needs at the mo­ 
ment, is a Double A farm club. 
As thing s stand, the Bucs 
hav e two Triple A team s and then drop to Lincoln. 


If all the play ens who couldn’t stick in Triple A were 
offered to the Chiefs, Lincoln would win the Western 
Leag ue flag by 40 g ames. 
But that won’t happen—and it 
shouldn’t. 
There are many play ers who’v e had g ood y ears in Class 
A and deserv e a promotion. 
But they ’re probably ov er­ 
matched in Triple A. 
Since Pittsburg h doesn’t hav e a 
Double A club, a problem a rises. 


It’s usually resolv ed by placing the boy outside the 
org anization a la Sam Miiey and Dick Stuart last y ear. 
That way the play er at least g ets a chance for promotion. 
Lincoln will g et some help from Columbus and Salt 
Lake City , to be sure, but some of the play ers who flunk at 
that lev el will no doubt g et an opportunity outside the 
Bucco sy stem .
